Feb. 14.—The magnitude of Ford Motor Com-| 


pany’s manufacturing operations is revealed as well 
by its immense raw material requirements and vast by-prod- 


uct output as by its motor car 


production. 


Records show more than 500,000¢ 


tons of iron ore are used annually 
in the production of Ford cars; that 
approximately 100,000,000 board feet 
of lumber and 20,000,000 square feet 
of polished plate glass are used; and 
that the various manufacturing 
processes require the use of more 
than 1,700,000 tons of coal. 

The value of Ford by-products 
sold annually exceeds $13,000,000. 
The strategic location of all Ford 
manufacturing units, with a well 


keeps the total of Ford by-prod- 
uct figures from being much 
larger. 

In fact Ford manufacturing opera- 
tions are noted for their scientific 
precision which reduces waste to an 
absolute minimum. However, dur- 
ing 1928 by-products derived from 


manufacturing in Ford Motor Com- 
pany plants reached _ surprising 
totals.

Of the 14,155,507 square feet of 
plate glass manufactured by Ford 
during 1928, 5,399,773 square feet 
were turned out at the Fordson 
plant, 2,240,526 square feet at St. 
Paul, and 6,515,208 square feet at 
Glassmere, Pa. The Detroit and St. 
Paul glass plants operate on what is 
known as the continuous or “Ford” 
system, By this method, the glass 


flows from furnaces on to a roll and | 


is sized and annealed continuously. 
It is then cut to length and set on 
a conveyer, moving under the grind- 
ing, smoothing and polishing ma- 
chines. 

This glass cuts into Ford automo- 
bile sizes with little waste. Any odd | 
sizes are sold for apartment house 
glazing, door push plates, shelving, 
etc. The Glassmere plant operates 
on what is known as the pot or in- 


tons 


|termittent method of melting and 
| rolling. 

The wood distillation plant of 
the Ford company at Iron Moun- 
tain in the hardwood district of 
northern Michigan is considered 
one of the finest equipped chemical 
plants in the world. It was erected 
for the purpose of utilizing the 
waste wood, converting it into such 
useful products as charcoal and 
industrial chemicals. 

A portion of the by-products is 
utilized by the Ford company, but 
the greater part is sold. Although 
numerous by-products could be de- 
rived from coal tar, it is burned as 
fuel by the company. Coke, in the 
|larger sizes. is used at the Ford 
plants, while the smaller sizes are 
sold for domestic use.

E. P. Blanchard Predicts Public to 
Spend $6,600,000,000 in 1929 for 
Cars, Accessories, , Replacements 


New York, Feb. 14—The Amer- 
ican public will spend $6,600,000,- 
000 for automobiles, replacement 
parts and accessories during the 
current year, according to com- 
pilations by E. P. Blanchard, 
statistician for the Bullard Com- 
pany, maker of automobile ma- 
chinery. Mr. Blanchard is also 
general chairman of the produc- 
tion division of the American So- 
ciety of Automotive Engineers. _ 
Of this sum, $5,400,000,000, it is 
figured, will be spent for automo- 

biles and trucks, $1,200,000,000 for ac- 
cessories and replacement parts. 
The total unit production of motor 
cars and trucks for 1929 is placed 
at 6,000,000, The average retail 
price is estimated at $900 a car. 

“Tires, gasoline and replacement 
parts, which make up the basic op- 
erating cost of automobiles, cost the 
public $4,122,000,000 in 1928,” Mr. 
Blanchard _ said. “Approximately 
$2,172,000,000 was spent for gasoline, 
$1,000,000,000 for tires, and $950,000,- 
000 for replacement parts. The 
total spent for automobiles them- 


selves in 1928 we estimate at 
$4,153,000,000. Consequently, the 
amount spent by the public for 


operating and maintenance of auto- | 


mobiles last year about equaled the 
amount spent for the year’s pur- 
chases of new cars. 

“The rapidly increasing purchas- 





ing power of the public has been an 
important factor in the increase in 
the number of cars bought annually. 
An even more important factor, 
however, has been the steadily de- 
creasing retail cost of automobiles 
and trucks. This decrease has been 
made possible chiefly because of 
astonishing developments made in 
high-speed, multiple machinery for 
the manufacture of automobiles. 
Cost production of single parts of 
automobiles has been decreased by 
as much as 50 per cent. 
stances. The reflected savings to 
the manufacturer have been handed 
on to the consumer and have made 
it possible for persons with a fixed 
income to buy automobiles who could 
not think cf their purchase a few 
years ago. 

“It is interesting to note the re- 
lation of the amount of money spent 
for automobiles to the amount of 
the country’s income. The_ 1928 
gross income was estimated at $90,- 
000,000,000. Of this it is estimated 
that $15,000,000,000 was surplus in- 
come. Consequently, with the auto- 
mobile and replacement parts bill 
for 1928 placed at $5,103,500,000, the 
public spent approximately 33 per 
cent. of its surplus income for mo- 
| tor vehicles.

DECLARES TRUCKS 
AID TO FARMERS 


‘Big Asset to Eastern 
| Growers, Expert 
Contends 


EW YORK, Feb. 14.—Motor 
truck transportation is offer- 
| ing new opportunities for Eastern 
| farmers in competing with long 
rail hauls from distant commer- 
| cial producing areas. 
This is the contention of Wells A, 
| Sherman of the Bureau of Agricul- 
| tural Economics, Department of 
| Agriculture, who recently gave an 
} address on the subject at the Ohio 
State University at Columbus. 

The text of Mr. Sherman's ad- 
| dress follows, in part: 

“I believe that if all the facts 
| could be known, we would find that 
the entire territory east of Chicago 
| is rapidly increasing its total pro- 
duction of fruits and vegetables, and 
| that many eastern cities are already 
receiving a larger percentage of 
| their total supply from relatively 
| nearby sources than they were re- 
| ceiving five or six years ago. 

“Highway improvement and motor 
truck transportation are making it 
possible for many eastern farmers to 
grow some products which were out 
of the question when these farmers 
were dependent upon wagon trans- 
portation. Prior to the development 
| of refrigeration, practically all of 

our fresh fruit and vegetable pro- 
duction was in the immediate vicin- 
ity of the large cities. Then with 
| the commercial manufacture of ice, 
| the states bordering on Mexico and 
the Gulf of Mexico began to invade 
the eastern markets with enormous 
| supplies of fresh produtcs at seasons 
| when eastern growers could not pro- 
| duce them. Now some distant dis- 
|tricts are competing with these 
growers during their own marketing 
| season. 

“The motor truck is not oz'!v en- 
| abling nearby producers to meet 
| this competition from distan" pro- 
jducing areas, but is effecting far- 
| reaching changes in the agencies of 
| distribution. One of these changes 
lis the advent of the itinerant 
| trucker or huckster who operates in 
fruits and vegetables in units of a 
|small motor truck load. In some 
sections these men furnish a prin- 
cipal outlet for an increasing num- 
ber of farmers who produce some 
fruit or truck as a part of a mixed 
|agriculture. In other parts of the 
country, where few of these prod- 
|ucts are grown, they operate almost 
wholly as distributors from the 
ae. towns.

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HEN final statistics are available covering motor vé-

What problems this vast army of highway travelers has 
brought. Fortunately, in many ways, we have grown with 
the problem. Our highway system has extended and reached 
from sea to sea as the number of our motor vehicles has 
grown. Today we have the most remarkable road system 
that any nation ever has possessed. 

There are other problems to be solved. The service 
branch of the industry has had to solve a tremendous 
problem. Our engineers have had their hands full in 
giving us our present highly perfected machines. And 
here is a thought to carry on with us; the old problems 
have been met, but there are others that will crop up. We 
must progress all the time and keep the pace, or they will 


overwhelm us. 
Double Duty 


N a recent bulletin the American Automobile Association | 

calls attention to a condition which exists under our tariff 

law, which is certainly extremely unfair to citizens of Amer- 
ica traveling abroad. 

It is becoming increasingly customary for Americans 
traveling abroad to buy a motor car for touring purposes. 
Naturally enough, they prefer buying an American car with 
the operation of which they are familiar. Of course, they 
have to pay the very high duty which most foreign coun- 
tries impose on American cars sent overseas, but at the 
present time, in addition to this impost, American buyers 
abroad have to pay our own import duty, 


back into their own. 

Certainly, this seems to be an unjust and short-sighted | 
policy. If our own citizens are patriotic enough to purchase 
American-made goods when they are abroad, it is simply 
common decency for the government to waive any technical 
claim to duty when the products are brought back into the 
country of their origin. 

It is to be hoped that some member of Congress will 
feel moved to bring in a bill at the present session re- 
hieving reimports of tariff imposts, when they are made 
under the conditions mentioned above. 


The Average Day’s Run 
ROM the touring bureau of the American Automobile 
Association comes the statement that the average day’s 
run made by motor tourists now 234 miles. It is only 
about ten or twelve years since the average day’s touring 
distance was estimated to be about a hundred miles. 
Obviously, 
had a great deal to do with lifting the mileage that the av- 
erage driver achieves between sunrise and sundown. At the 
present time the tourist, traveling through almost any sec- 
tion of the country, has a hard road ahead of him all day 
long. Then years ago, stretches of hard-surfaced highway 
were interspersed by lengths of sand or mud that cut down 
running time, and made the average driver glad to lay up 
for the night after he had driven a hundred miles or so. 
Today the difficulty is to keep touring speeds low enough for 
the travelers to see the country through which they are | 
passing. 

The corollary of this condition is that motor cars 
today travel two or three times as far in the course of a 
year as they used to do and, fortunately, the manufac- 
turers are making vehicles capable of giving this added 
service without additional mechanical troubles.

PINES WINTERFRONT COMPANY 
INES WINTERFRONT COMPANY has under way in 
Chicago a new $3,000,000 manufacturing plant, made 
necessary by the increasing demand for its automatic shut- 
ter for automobile radiators, known as the Pines Winter- 
front. 

The land on which the new factory is being erected was purchased 
last fall at a cost of $250,000. The unit now under way will occupy 
about half of the tract, which contains 191,000 square feet, and is 
served by the Belt Line Railway. The site is at North Cicero Avenue 
and Division Street, and the company’s present plant at 408 North Sac- 
ramento Boulevard will be kept in operation for the making of standard 
attachable winterfronts. The new factory will be ready for operations 
this summer. 


While the principal product of the company is the shutter from 
which it takes its name, other items manufactured include spare 
tire locks, spark disk wheel locks and bumpers. The shutters and 
spare tire locks are standard equipment on a number of popular 
makes of automobiles, and orders from car manufacturers make up 
a substantial portion of the concern’s business. 


Among the passenger cars on which the winterfronts are standard 
equipment are the Hupmobile Eight. Chrysler 75 and Chrysler Im- 
perial, Dodge Senior Six, Stutz, Gardner 130, Pierce-Arrow, Peerless, 
Willys-Knight, Jordan, Stearns-Knight, Graham-Paige and Locomobile. 
The shutter is being produced in attractive designs, and there is said to 
be no sales resistance because of any detraction from the trim appear- 
ance of a car. Another sales advantage the company has is that the 
Pines Winterfront is the only automatic shutter on the market. 

From the foregoing it is easy to deduct that Pines has a strong 
position in the automotive industry. And it makes it easy to under- 
stand why the company had on hand on February 1 sufficient orders to 
make capacity production necessary well into the spring. Dealers are 
pushing the shutter as a year-round Necessity, urging its use when the 
temperature in the course of the day or night is below 60 degrees. Fah- 
renheit. They stress that the most satisfactory motor protection is 
automatic. 

The above facts are printed here simply to make more clear the 
position and prospects of the concern. One of the most direct and 
simplest methods of getting at the real truth about a company is to 
find out the real value of its products and whether distributors and 
dealers are making the best of their opportunities. Indications are 
that dealers are alive to their opportunities in the case of the Pines 
Winterfront, and that as a result the manufacturer will continue to 
profit thereby. 

Just what is the Pines Winterfront? It is a metal radiator shutter 
consisting of an entirely self-contained unit which can be readily 
attached to any flat surfaced automobile radiator, and is automatically 
controlled by a simple thermostat. 

The old Pines Manufacturing Company was incorporated in 1919 
in Delaware. The present company is its successor. At the time 
Pines Winterfront was incorporated in 1924 to succeed Pines Man- 
ufacturing Company it purchased the assets of the Industrial Man- 
ufacturing Company of Illinois, which had formerly been making 
winterfronts under contract for the Pines company. 

The company operates under its own patents and a patent license 
from the Harrison Radiator Company, to which it pays a small royalty 
on each unit made. 

It was just a year ago that Pines acquired the controlling interest 
in the Detroit Motor Appliance Company, which owns patents for the 
manufacture of automatic and hand-operated radiator shutters of the 
built-in type. 

Earnings of the company for the last fiscal year 
1928, amounted to $405,151, this being $4.05 per share on 


ended April 30, 


participating features of the Class A stock. Despite heavy outlay to 
provide for additional big orders from manufacturers, earnings for the 
present fiscal year are seen as certain to show a substantial gain over 
the last. Some estimates have placed these profits at several times 
1927-1928, but no estimate with real basis of fact has been made. It 
is certain that seekers after the common stock see greater profits ahead, 
for this demand has sent the Class A, listed on the New York Curb 
and Chicago Exchange, from a low of 54!4 in 1928, to present levels 
around 220. The fact that the stock is scarce no doubt has had some- 
thing to do with this greatly increased valuation, but no matter how 
scarce a stock is, there must be a demand before the scarcity is noticed. 
Five years ago, at the time of the reorganization from the old 
to the new Pines company, 40,000 shares of the Class A common 
was offered to the public at $21.50 per share, proceeds from which 
were used for the purchase of the Industrial Manufacturing Company 
and to retire a small issue of preferred and to provide a working 
capital. Those who showed faith in Pines then, and have held on, 
have had no occasion for regrets. At no time since the listing on 
the Chicago Exchange in 1924 has the stock been below 19's, and 
it touched that figure only shortly after going on the board, and 
then started a rise which carried it in that same year to a high of 65.
